There is no. word for this but sheer 
intelligence—an adaptation of ald means to 
‘an entirely new end, There was an apprecia. 
tion of the situation. 

Very suggestive in trying to estimate the 
mental life of apes is their approach to what 
‘we venture to call an argument from analogy 
Thus Me. Hornaday, of the Bronx Park Zoo- 
logical Gardens in New York, tells how an 
orang discovered the use of a lever—not 
the principle of the lever, but the use of # 
lever, with which, indeed, he did much 
damage. But the point is that the orang pro- 
ceeded to make more levers of other dimen= 
sions, his crowning achievement being ‘the 
use of his trapeze bar as a lever to force a 
the iron bars of his cage, so that he could put 
his head out and look round the comer to see 
what his neighbour was doing

gorilla was refused a seat on. her lap because 
hhe was dusty and she had light gown on, lie

Similarly interesting was the way in which 
Professor Kéhler's chimpanzees, havi 
joyed the fun of looking into a hand-murre

Although they could not rid themselves of 
the fallacy that there was another ape on 
the other side of the Iooking-glass whom 
they continually trivd to eateh, thece wa 
Something striking in their diseavery of 
the analogues of a hand-mirror.

they found ont that they could see an ape in 
4 puddle of water, and at this they would sit 
gazing for a long time—perhaps, not far from 
the dan of a clear self-consciousness, 
Whenever we study the minds of animals 
and are filled with admiration at their 
achievements, we should correct this by 
noting that they are in’ many ways narrowly 
Jimited. Even the clever chimpanzees are 
halked by a practical problem that a young 
child could quickly solve, Why is this ? Their 
brains ate not so finely-fashioned, that is 
the general reason. But we should also notice 
that they are handicapped by not having 


true language, though they have many 
sounds, “They seem also to have a very 
poor equipment of mental images; they 
cannot experiment with pictures in their 


head ; they can rarely solve problem unless 
the materials for the solution are within their 
present visual range 

To som up: the higher apes stand apart 
frome most mammals in their restless in- 
quisitiveness and delight in experimenting. 
This is true of monkeys in Pro- 
fessor Thorndike tells of one that happened 
to strike a projecting wire so that it vibrated, 
und went on repeating the performance Ian 
dreds of times during the next few days 
Of course, he got nothing out of it save fun 
but he Tiked being a cause, .“ He likes (o be 
Active for the sake of activity.
